Most Peace Signatures 


Will Come From Workers 


THE BULK of the 5,000,000 American sig- 
natures now being collected for the World Peace 
Appeal will have to come from wage earners, and 
in the first place from the organized workers, 
The worker, quite naturally, has most to fear 
from war—especially a war in which the atomic 
total extermination of industrial cities and in- 
dustrial populations would be a daily military 
objective. 

Workers supply the military and industrial 
casualties in a war; suffer 
inhuman speedup, long hours 
and sacrifice hard-won stand- 
ards, The future of workers 
who survive is greater inse- 
curity than ever, as has been 
the workers’ lot even in rich 
America. 

But while most workers 
in America, confused by cold- 


war poison, are still not clear 


on the general peace pec- 
tive, millions dori realize that 
they are already paying the 
ice of the cold war through the deterioration of 


their own standards. 

It is becoming apparent that the cold war and 
any ideas of advancing the interests of the work- 
ers are in direct contradiction. No matter where 
a union turns, be it militant or progressive, it 
runs into bans, restraints and limitations imposed 
by the cold war. Even more depressing to the 
worker is the virtual surrender of many of his 
top leaders to the cold war straitjacket for unions. 


A WAGE FREEZE is virtually taken for 
granted, with some labor leaders like Reuther 
signing five-year-no reopener contracts. The cost 
of living climbs again; but some wage cuts are 
already taking place. The speedup, breaking all 
pone is regarded as “labors cooperation” 

the cold war. Like an octopus, the government 
is creeping up with many strangleholds over unions. 

David Dubinsky’s ILGWU convention reso- 
lution gave it-straight for the top labor bureauc- 
racy, g that the cold war is “the over- 
riding issue” and in relation to it “all other domes- 
tic and foreign issues are secondary.” 

The net effect of this tie of labor to the cold 
war is to swindle many workers for a pro-war 
line and to shift on the shoulders of the workers 
the heavy cost of the cold war. The employers 
certainly don't bear the cost, for their. profits 
surpass even wartime levels. 

More and more workers are beginning to 
realize that not only their interest in a durable 
peace BUT THEIR IMMEDIATE. INTEREST 
AS WAGE EARNERS demands a reversal of the 
trend from cold war to peace. As this realization 
is driven home to the workers, so ‘will the pile of 
signatures rise for peace and a ban on atomic 
warfare.
